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THE CHALLENGING WORLD OF ALEX RALLS 


An interview by Katherine Fernandez-Blance ‘07 


A British man, and new to Ridley, 
sits in his office beside his laptop 
as photographs of children in 
Africa, and elephants, play- 
grounds, and teenagers all com- 
bining together to form a mosaic 
of community, go by on his com- 
puter. This, for those of you who 
don't know, is Mr. Alex Ralls, the 
residence don of Merritt North, as 
well as a representative of the 
World Challenge Organization, 
and the leader of the Duke of 
Edinburgh's Award program at 
Ridley College. He has traveled to 
over 50 countries, and was, in fact, 
offered the job at Ridley while in 
Africa. 


K: What is your background? 

Mr. Ralls: I actually completed my 
education at a drama school in 
England, worked with a famous 
TV couple on a popular British 
show (you probably wouldn't 
know it.) and then decided to go 
into teaching drama, where I got 
hooked on education. Before | 
moved to Ridley I was teaching at 
the National School for the Deaf 
in the UK. During this time I 
developed a stronger and stronger 
interest for outdoor education. 
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K: What made you get involved 
with the World Challenge 
Organization in the first place? 
Mr. Ralls: I was a new teacher, and 
when you're new in a school you 
volunteer for anything! So I did 
and ended up on a trip with the 
students to Nepal, with the World 
Challenge Organization. I saw the 
students get so much out of the 
experience that I decided to apply 
to lead expeditions for the organi- 
zation. 


K: What exactly does your com- 
pany do? 

Mr. Ralls: We are the largest 
provider of personal development 
opportunities through outdoor 
education in the UK, and we now 
provide the opportunities to 
schools throughout the world. We 
work with around 40,000 young 
people a year. In terms of our 
overseas expeditions we send 
around 15 students at a time away 
to the country of their choice for 
about a month. The unique thing 
about the program is that the stu- 
dents actually raise the money, 
plan and run the expeditions 
themselves. The students are usu- 
ally in high school, but we do take 
them from as young as five on our 
day courses.

K: What do you love the most 
about your job? 

Mr. Ralls: For me, the best part is 
seeing the students come in at the 
beginning of the program as one 
person, sometimes shy, or com- 
pletely unaware of the lives that 
others lead throughout the world. 
Once they return from expedition, 
most have developed a new sense 
of confidence, and a skill set that 
will be useful for the rest of their 
life. 


K: And the least? 

Mr. Ralls (laughing): I'll have to 
admit that I'm not a big fan of all 
the flying. 


K: What are some vivid memories 
of past expeditions that have 
impacted you? 

Mr. Ralls: In Nepal, waking up and 
opening the tent door to see Mt. 
Everest right in front of us, know- 
ing that you got there under your 
own steam really was a life chang- 
ing experience. Also, in Mongolia, 
one of the children sat on one of 
the student's laps stroking the 
girl’s face, because she'd never 
seen white skin before. The smiles 
of the kids in the places where we 
work has probably had the 
biggest impact on me, it just 





makes me; realize how fortunate 
we are. 


K: Looking for Gap year opportu- 
nities myself, I've come across 
your website. Do you deal with 
Gap years? 

Mr. Ralls: Although our organiza- 
tion offers expeditions which can 
be very similar to individual Gap 
years, we no longer offer actual 
“Gap years” because now we find 
that most students are doing it 
themselves, and are planning it 
on their own time to fit their own 
choices. However, we do offer a 
program called Travel Safe, which 
teaches students going on Gap 
years the essential things they 
need to know before they depart. 


K: What is your view on Gap 
years? 

Mr. Ralls: Sadly I never had an 
opportunity to do one when I was 
younger, and I wish I had. I 
believe it gives you an opportuni- 
ty to develop yourself greatly and 
gain world experience. After uni- 
versity you are ridden with debt, 
so right after you get out of high 
school seems like the best time to 
do it. It used to be that those who 
didn't go straight to university, 
probably never would, but that 
idea has evolved entirely, and 
most people who take Gap years 
do it to further develop them- 












selves and enhance their universi- 
ty experience. 


K: I know that you are also a big 
supporter of the Duke of 
Edinburgh's Award. Tell me about 
that. 

Mr. Ralls: The program is an 
international recognition for 
everything that you as students 
already do, as it involves a skill, 
service, sport, and an expedi- 
tion. 120 countries, and most 
employers and universities, 
especially ones in the UK recog- 
nize it, as they believe that after 
completing the program, you 
have gained certain qualities that 
are important in a job or further 
education environment. It 
encourages teamwork, physical 
and mental fitness and a balanced 
lifestyle. 


K: What do you think volunteer- 
ing does for students? 

Mr. Ralls: I think that it allows stu- 
dents to value what they actually 
have when you work with people 
who have very little yet still laugh 
and smile. They learn to appreci- 
ate the soft skills, like love and 
friendship, rather than materialis- 
tic things. 


K: What do you hope that this 
program can do for Ridley 
students? 





Mr. Ralls: Ridley stu- 
dents already live pretty busy 
lives, but by the time they gradu- 
ate, I hope that they leave Ridley 
as well-balanced individuals. 





K: What plans do you have for the 
program at Ridley in the future? 
Mr. Ralls: I'm sure that you have 
already noticed changes, such as 
camp and community service? 
Over the next year things will start 
to change even more. For example 
we are now trying to ensure that 
community service actually bene- 
fits the community and to get stu- 
dents involved in service outside 
of Ridley's gates (both in Canada 
and overseas). We want students 
to become more involved in the

ment, Trudeau men- 

tioned his deep concern for the future, 
emphasizing that we, as Canadians, must 
become more active both individually and as a 
nation in our efforts to improve environmental 
health. 

During the more informal segment of the 
program, Trudeau recounted his favourite child- 
hood memories of birthday parties for his 
brothers and him at 24 Sussex, when they would 
“lock his father in his study” and have the seem- 
ingly hundreds of rooms available for hide-and- 
seek. More recently, he described his theatrical 
role in the recreation of a war movie that proved 
to him, unequivocally, that acting could not be 
one of his career options. Finally, when asked if 











he had any insecurities when he was a 
teenager, he replied, “What insecurities didn't 
I have!” 

Mr. Trudeau has degrees in English from 
McGill University and Education from UBC. 
Presently, he is pursuing a Master’s degree in 
Environmental Geography at McGill. Apart 
from English and French he speaks some 
Spanish (“enough to ask for a beer”) owing to 
the fact that, years ago, he had a Columbian 
girlfriend. 

Does he have any political aspirations of 
his own? Trudeau was non-committal on this 
question and said that he was waiting instead 
to see where his interests and abilities would 
steer him. He confessed that his father never 
pressured him into becoming involved in pol- 
itics and if anything, said it was to the con- 
trary. If not political ambition, Trudeau has 
certainly inherited his father's charisma. 

He wanted us to enjoy his presentation and 
we did. He wanted us to like him and we did. 
No doubt, many in the audience would admit 
to being a little star struck too!

Perhaps his greatest 
achievement was leading the 1984 
Canadian Men's heavyweight crew to 
a gold medal at the 1984 Olympics in 
Los Angeles. Campbell received the 
Order of Canada in 1981 and was 
inducted into the Canadian Amateur 
Hall of Fame in 1987. A fund has 
been established in Neil's name to 
promote coaching excellence at the 
school.
